New* Garnered In Buckeya Field. 


Lake Shore Electric Syndicate. 
Cleveland, Jui_e 14.—Announcement 


Is made of the purchase by the Ever- 
ett-Moore syndicate of all the street 
railway lines of Toledo, consisting of 
89 miles of track, for $9.000.000. Other 
negotiations, when completed, will 
give the syndicate control" of all elec- 
tric railways between Detroit and 
Clereland. Every electric railway in 
northern Ohio and southern Michigan 
will be merged with the exception of 
Pomercy interests and the LHUe Con- 
solidated street railway of Cleveland. 
The suburban traction property at 
present being considered for purchase 
oy the syndicate is the rapid railway 
of Detroit and the Toledo. Fremont 
and Norwalk railway. It is intended 
to control all the urban and inter- 
urban lines along the lake shore be- 
tween Cleveland and Detroit. 


Cincinnati Man Suicided. 


Cincinnati, June 14. — The bar of 


Cincinnati was shocked to hear that 
one of its best known members was 
found in his bedroom alone with a 
•bullet in his brain. It was Frederick 
G. Roelker, unmarried, who lived on 
East Walnut Hills with his sister.

It is thought the convention can dis- 


pose of this measure in a week or 
two. 
and that it will complete the 


labors of the body. A period of 90 
days, it Is said here, must be allowed 
for publication of the electoral act 
before the elections can be held. 


It may be necessary, and probably 


will be, to maintain United States 
troops in Cuba after the new officials 
are inaugurated and until the Cubans 
have had time to set up a Cuban mili- 
tary force or gendarmerie, but the 
length of this stay probably will de- 
pend upon the wishes of the Cubans 
theinselves.
